made a rich haul in skunks at Lake 
Koshkongong this past week., secur- 
ing twenty tine black pelts alone on 
Friday last. 
Their methods were 


uniciue and did away with all the 
loathsome qualifications that the aver- 
age hunter of these fur bearing ani- 
mals must undergo to secure the cov- 
eted skin. Just at this season of the 
year the skunks appear,to awake from' 
their long winter sleep*and are great 
visitors to each others burrows. They 
are easily tracked and the Ft. Atkin- 
son hunters found many lairs. Set- 
ting their traps inside the mouth of 
the holes, 
they 
then proceeded to 


drown out the inmates and as they 
came to the surface and were caught 
in the traps, stabbed them behind the 
shoulder through the heart, with a 
long, sharp knife. 
Eleven fine pelts 


were secured from one locality and 
nine from an adjacent hill. There ap- 
pear to be an excess number of these 
little pests around the lakes and the 
pelts are mostly black or with thin, 
narrow bjack stripes, most coveted by 
furriers.

A.NEW CABINET OFFICER. 


:'..With the prospect of the establish- 
ment.of the new cabinet office of bu- 
rgau of labor it is interesting to note 
the .changes that the advisors of the 
president have undergone since the 
organization of this republic. It is the 
tenth department of government, the 
others being, state, established 17SF>; 
treasury, 17S9: war, 1779; navy, 179S; 
postoflice. 1829; justice, 1789; interior, 
1849; agriculture, 18S9; commerce and 
labor, 1903. The office of postmaster- 
general existed from 1789. but did not 
become a cabinet position until forty 
years later. 


All of the later additions to the cab- 


inet, the prospective 
one included, 


have grown from the'bureau stage, as 
did the postofflce department. 
The 


growth of the country has forced up- 
on people and government a larger 
recognition of. the importance of the 
offices. 
Thus, as western expansion 


broadened the nation and multiplied 
its responsibilities, the interior de- 
partment was erected 
upon 
offices 


previously under the jurisdiction ot 
the war department. There had been 
a commissioner of agriculture long be 
fore a department of that name was 
created. 
The 
department of com- 


merce and labor was built upon exist- 
ing bureaus. 
The department of la- 


bor is now to succeed the bureau of 
labor, the commissioner of labor is to 
be superseded by the secretary of the 
department of labor. There were but 
four 
depariments 
originally—state, 


treasury, war and justice—although 
navy was soon added; and this man 
ber sufficed. It is a question whether, 
with.the-growing complexities of ad- 
ministration, the limit will long re- 
main at ten. Even now there is a 
pretty widespread demand for a de 
partment of education. 


The bureau* of labor has been con- 


cerned mainly in gathering informa- 
tion relating to the condition ot what 
is called the toiling class. In pursuit 
of its inquiries, it has necessariiy 
found itself investigating the conduct 
of the great industries of the nation. 
As a bureau its province has been 
simply to gather and disseminate data 
relating to labor, industrial labor in 
particular. 
The department of labor 


will have broader scope and greater 
power. It will be able to deal with 
the entire question of the relationship

THE HEAVENS IN MARCH. 


. "r H will be possible this month to 
-" . «atch a glimpse of the elusive planet 


Mercury. 
On March llth 
at 
two 


o'clock in the morning, Washington 


'..lime, this smallest of planets reaches 
• its greatest eastern elongation. 'On 


the evenings of the 10th and llth it 
•will linger above the western, horizon 
-for an hour and a quarter after sun- 
set. 
. •-, 


So i'ev.- persons have ever seen this 


shyest member of the solar family 
that such an opportunity should not be 
slighted. It is an astronomical legeru 
that even Copernicus was denied the 
pleasure of seeing Mercury, an excep 
tiona'.ly interesting 
body in many 


-ways. 


Mercury never reaches a distance of 


more than 28 degrees from the sur 
and seldom gets outside of the twi 
light zone, which accounts for its be- 
ing so infrequently,, seen 
with 
the 


naked eye. On the p'resent occasion it 
gets only a little more than 18 degrees 
away from the sun and the twilight 
lasts for some minutes after its set- 
ling. 
Nevertheless, 
if one 
knows 


-where to look, it should be possible 
so pick the planet up before it disap- 
pears below the horizon, especially 
•with the aid of an opera glass. 


How to Find the Planet. 


Since the sun on the 10th and llth 


sets about six o'clock, the position of 
Mercury cannot be shown on the map. 
But, at sunset of the 10th, the sun, 
Mercury, the moon and Venus will lie 
nearly in line along the ecliptic in the 
order named, and, as the sun sinks 
lower and lower below the rim of the 
earth, it will be possible to fix -Mer- 
cury's position with reference to the 
jnoon and Venus, as well as by the 
point where the sun lias disappeared. 
Remember that Mercury is IS degrees 
from the sun. H will be about 14 de- 
grees from the moon. 
Between the 


moon and Venus will be about 11 de- 
grees. 


By the evening 
of the llth the 


moon will have passed a little beyond 
Venus, but otherwise the alignmen 
of the four bodies will have changet" 
little. 
The proximity of Venus am 


the four-day-old moon will afford a 
beautiful spectacle. 


Under favorable "seeing" conditions 


Mercury grows brilliantly in the twi 
light, being intrinsically brighter thai 
a star of the first magnitude. It is ot 
course far inferior to Venus, now al- 
most at its maximum brilliancy, which 


- it attains on .March 19th. 
Mercury's 


light is slightly reddish, while that'ot 
Venus is of a dazzling whiteness. By 
the evening of the llth Mercury will 
have started back towards the sun 
and, on the night of April 24th. will 
have attained its greatest Western 
elongation, in this case more than 27 
degrees, and will be visible as a morn- 
ing star. 


Can Life Exist on Mercury? 


The most interesting question that 


can arise about any planet is always: 
"Can it sustain life?" Naturally there 
can be no direct evidence 
of life's 


existence on a planet so difficult to 
observe as Mercury, whatever may be 
true of such a body as Mars, with its 
"canals" and "bridges." 
But 
infer- 


ences can be drawn from the physical 
•condition of a planet. In the case of 
"Jlercury it must 
be admitted that 


.jnost of the inferences are negative. 


Negative indications are 
afforded 


by the low "albedo" or 
reflecting 


power of Mercury, it has been shown 
that this planet absorbs more than 
four-fifths of the tierce sunlight that 
beats down upon its surface, only 17 
per cent ot it. being reflected into 
space. 
Now. on account of its near- 


ness to the sun, Mercury receives on 
an average nearly seven times 
as 


much of the solar radiations as does 
an equal area of the earth's surface 
and the earth reflects 30 per cent or 
more of the sun's rays. 
So it won 


seem 
that 
Mercury's 
temperatui 


must be constantly above the boilin 
point of water, and, without liq.ii 
water, life, as we know it, canm 
exist. 


It is true that the effects of sola 


radiance may be profoundly module 
by atmosphere, but Mercury's low a 
bedo argues that the planet must po 
sess the thinnest of atmospheric veil 
A cloud-wrapt globe like Venus n 
fleets fully 65 per cent of the ligl 
that reaches it. In all the planets 
high'albero goes with a dense, vapo 
freighted atmosphere. 
But Mercury 


albedo is only .17, almost the same a 
that of the dead, airless moon. Som 
calculations would make it even. lo\' 
er. 
And yet Mercury is seeming! 


not entirely devoid ot an atmosphen 
Markings upon its surface are oblite: 
ated at times under the observer' 
gaze as if by some aerial screen. 
Be 


sides there .are spectroscopic indica 
tions, dubious ones, of the presence o 
water vapor in such atmosphere a 
may exist. 


Its Orbit and Rotation. 


The eccentricity of Mercury's orbi 


subjects it to great changes" of tern 
peraturc. 
At its nearest approach i 


is within 2S% millions o£ miles of the 
sun. Its greatest distance is 43V^ mi 
ions of miles. 
This means that, in 


the course of its SS-day year, Merctirj 
•eceives sometimes only four times 
it other times nine times as much so 
lar radiance as the earth. 


.Does Mercury revolve upon its axis 


more than once in its year? 
Such ob 


servers as Schiaparelli and Lowell saj 
it. does not and that consequently the 
planet turns always the same face to 
the sun, just as the moon turns al 
ways the same face to us. 
Probablj 


the majoritj of astronomers have ac 
cepted their conclusions as correct 
but others are still skeptical. 
If they 


are right, Mercury at once becomes" 
according to human standards, uu un 
inhabitable planet. 


For the succession of day and night 


upon a planet results from its inde- 
pendent axial rotation and, under the 
conditions described by Schiaparelli, 
Mercury would have no clays, only 
years. 
And, so long as these years 


continue, one side of the planet must 
be exposed continuously to the scorch 
ing sun, while the other must be 
Plunged into an endless night, with 
Venus and the earth as its brightest 
luminaries. 
It is true that, owing to 


the great eccentricity of Mercury's 
orbit and the resulting libration of the 
planet, there would 
be two zones, 


stretching from pole to pole between 
the regions of perpetual clay and night, 
where the sun would rise and set once 
n each Mercurial year. Bach of these 
zones would be about 1,200 
miles 


jroad at the equator and would 
fol- 


ow the lines of longitude to their 


convergence at 
the pole, and each 


would include about one-eighth ot the 
planet's surface. But for three-eighths 
the night would never pass and, on 
the remaining three-eighths, the sun 
would never set, only oscillate east 
and west of the zenith through an are 
of 47 degrees once in every SS days. 


Oceans Boiled, Then Frozen." 


It would be hard to trace the cli- 


j matic effect of such an. arrangement. 
It is conceivable that water might 
exist in its liquid state in the nones oE 
libratior., but only for a short time at 
any one point and that only at sun- 
rise and sunset. If oceans ever exist- 
ed on .Mercury they must long ago 
have been boiled away and now exist 
as a sea of ice covering the dark "side 
ol: the pianet from pole to pole. 
!

Rev. T. O: William Speaks on 


"Recalling the Recall." 


"Vice is always contagious; sin al- 


ways 
permeates; left unchecked it 


spreads with the rapidity of the seeds 
of a noxious .weed, .and roots1 itself 
firmly into-the'.-fabric, of society. 
A 


^city which 
'does hot : impose a re- 


straint on vice. ; nor fight valiantly 
against its encroachments 
inevitably 
degenerates. Toleration, temporizing, 
attempts to isolate vice can no more 
effectually curb it than a contagious 
disease can be 
checked 
when 
the 
liars of quarantine are let down.". 


These were some 
of 
the timely 


thoughts expressed by the Rev. T. D. 
. Williams, pastor the Cargill Metho- 
dist'church,"in a sermon on "Recall- 
ing the Recall," delivered last even- 
ing. 


"The recall has had a very stormy 


•voyage,'' said the Rev. Williams in 
opening his address. -".It has traveled 
over very rough and 
troubled seas 


and every little while has found it 
necessary to return 
to port 
for re- 
pairs. . .Whether it is now in dry-dock 
undergoing an overhauling, or wheth- 
er it'has been 
withdrawn'as unsea- 


•n-orthy is not yet known." 


The speaker expressed the 
hope 


that .the recall movement had run its 
course but cautioned his hearers that 
they "must ever be 
on the 
alert to 


guard against those-who" would throw 
the gates of the city wide open to the 
commercialized vices that thrive and 
fatten on 'human 'lives. 
He accused 


the leaders of the 
movement 
with 


being afraid to state frankly their po- 
sition on the question of an open or 
closed Sunday. 
An 
open letter ad- 


dressed to one of them, asking what 
day of the week they proposed to per- 
mit each each man and woman their 
favorite diversion had never been an- 
swered. 
- 


Three general 
propositions 
were 
eel forth in the sermon of the Rev. 
"Williams. The first was that, a city 
•without restraint 
degenerates: 
the 


second—that the city officials can lie 
and ought to be the guardians of our 
city. 
His closing • proposition 
was 


that the church 
IK commissioned of 


God to sound the alarm against, the 
encroachments of sin. to give instruc- 
tion in civic ideals, and when neces- 
sity requires to call men to battle for 
their defense. 


In support, of his contention that the 


absence of restraint leads to degen- 
eracy he briefly reviewed the fall of 
Babylon, so sapped by vice that there 
was scarcely enough sanity 
left to 


maintain 
a 
government: 
Nineveh, 


whose ruin was accomplished by the 
sins of her people; 
and Sodom and 


Gomarrah, wickecT enough to burst, in- 
to flames from spontaneous combus- 
tion. 
As more 
modern instances of 


the trend of corruption he spoke of 
the disclosures of political rottenness 
in the cities of New York, giving es- 
pecial attention 
to the New Year's 


revelries for which not less than $ 
000,000 had been spent in New York 
alone. 


"Do not think," said the Rev Wil- 


liams, "that an example of this kind 
is without its evil effects. ' The lit- 
tle devils will want to imitate the bi 
.devils in New York". 
Chicago apes 


New 
York,

Janesville, Milwaukee: and 
Orl'ord- 


ville, .lanesville. 
Imitation will carry 


the evil practice clear down the line.

short, and to the clean-up of Atlanta 
by Chief of Police Beaver. 


"The 
duty of the 
church is 
not 


only to prepare men for heaven. We 
also pray "Thy wUl be done on earth.'

Large purchases of land for additions 
lo state .forest reserves account for 
t h e fact that the total acreage of lands 
held by the. state is nearly 
20,000 


acres more than on June ',>(}, 11)10. 


The report says: 
"Land sales have been 
stinuiialed 


by the liberal provisions of chapter 
•152, laws of 1011, but how far it will 
promote improvement and settlement 
of the lands cannot be determined un- 
til completion of 
contracts, 
when 


claims 'for credits in accordance with 
the law are submitted. The law not 
providing for actual occupancy 
of 


lands sold, we have no means 
of 


knowing what portion 
have 
been 


taken for homes, but from knowledge 
of the persons purchasing, 
we judge 


the amount to l^o very small." 


Reporting on loans from trust funds 


to school districts and investment in 
honfls of and loans to municipalities 
of the state, the commissioners say 
the demands for such investment 
of 


funds exceed 
the amount 
available 


from year to year. 
Changes in 
the 


law, 
limiting- amount, that may 
be. 


loaned to or invested in bonds of a 
city or county, and increasing the min-
